There is a great deal of anxiety 
manifesting itself here among share 
iioldefa in the Richelieu arid' Ontario 
Navigation Company and in La Ban- 
<jiiti tlu Peuple. The directors of the 
former are applying to 1'urliamcnt to 
tin; stock one-fourth and to get power 
to issue debentures for $200,000 to 
purchase three or four hundred thou- 
sand dollars of watered stock which 
was given as a bonus a number of years 
H{;o. These bonds will have a prior 
claim for interest to that of the share- 
h elders on the stock. As half or per- 
haps move of the capital stock is held 
by a clique of speculators, the new 
hvlicme is looked upon wit h the great- 
est suspicion and will ho opposed at the 
annual meeting. 

The shareholders in I. a Banque dn 
People are also much dissatisfied by 
tin: action of the directors w ho are ap- 
plying for a reductiouii of capital stock, 
also one- fourth. It is admitted that 
three or four hundred thousand 
dollars of the securities held as collater- 
al for loans are absolutely worthless 
anil would not, sell for a cent on the 
dollar, and yet the management has 
been sending in its sworn monthly re- 
turns to the Government, showing the 
capital to be intact. The shareholders 
have lost all faith in the management 
nail there will be likely a wholesale 
rout of the directors at the forthcom- 
ing annual meet ing. 

(.'onouuci, bob. 2G. — The Scott Act 
was submitted to the 20,000 electors of 
the united counties of Northutnherland 
uinl Durham to .lay and was adopted 
by a tremendous majority. The total 
majority in favour of the Act in the 
counties is 2,<J12. The official return 
will probuldy show over .'1,000. The 
Scott Aot advocates are T very jubilant 
over their great victory, as they regare 
it, as a stepping-stone to total prohibi- 
tion. 

yuEUEC, Fob. 20, — An alarm was 
sounded at eleven o'clock to-night for a 
lire which commenced in Koussoan's 
foundry on St. Paul street, and which 
threatened to destroy thousands of 
dollars worth of property. Water 
was unattainable, during the whole of 
the conflagration. Nothing short of 
Providence saved the whole block of 
forty buildings, including the foundry, 
warehouses, and private dwellings. The 
loss onj building and cpntentes will 
probably be between §20,000 and |2'5,- 

000 or morn, as an estimate of the im- 
proved machinery cannot be ascertained 
at present. 

Ottawa, Feb. 213. — In the Com- 
aiittee of Banking and Commerce this 
morning the bill to reduce the capital 
stock of the Federal Bank of Canada, 
and for other purposes, was taken up. 
'The bill provides for the cancellation

000, and for tho conversion of the 
shares existing after the cancellation of 
the five thousand into twelve thousand 
iivoj hundred shares, of one hundred 
dollars, to one of which shares, each 
person now holding shares shall bo 
entitled for every two ho now holds.

Ottawa, Feb. 27.- -The talk of a 
cabinet shuttle, which has been going 
on tor some time, now assumes definite 
shape. One of the objects of tho re-ar- 
rangement is to bring Mr. Norquity in 
as Minister of the Interior. S'r Leon- 
rrd Tilley is known to be desirous of 
retiring, anil will be given the liovern- 
rthip of New Brunswick. Sir David 
Muepheraon will be similarly disposed 
of in Ontario. Sir Alexander Campbell 
js to be made a .l usf ico of the Supreme 
Court Vice Judge Gwynne. Hon Mr. 
Caron also etpects some soft seat. The 
constitution of the ministery will then 
be:-Sir .1 .Im, Premier and President 
of the Council; Sir Hector Langevin, 
Minister of Public Works and Pail- 
Ways; Mr. Thomas White, Minister of 
Finance; lion. Mr. Norquay, Minister 
of the Interior; lion. Mr. Bowell, 
Minister of Customs, \V, B. Jves, 
Minister of Agriculture; Mr. MeLelan, 
Minister of Marine; Hon. John Oar- 
ling. Postmaster-General) Hon, Mr. 
Ohapleau, Minister of Inland Revenue; 
Mr. Robitaille, Secretary of State. The 
portfolio of justice will probably be 
given to a prominent Ontario lawyer, 
who will be raised to the Senato and 
act as tho leader of that body. The Mi- 
litia Department may be given to some 
New Brunswicker. 

Montreal. Feb. 2fi.— A seizure has 
been taken out tin behalf of the trus- 
tees of r.ho estats of the late James 
Craig, of Glasgow, against Wrn, W. 
T'raig, fancy goods nierechant, for §3,- 
459 on a note of acceptance. Mr; Craig 
has assigned. 

. Judge Johnson has given .. his deci- 
sion on the bill of co.^ts in the Sou- 
hinges election case. The amount tax- 
od 'w'asJ$l,359. Tho petition asked 
that $93 which had been struck oil', be 
restored, and the defendant, Mr Rain, 
made a petition to have it reserved. 
J udge Johnston reduced the amount, 
however, by §52:1 15. As soon as the 
learned judge bail finished his judg- 
ment, Mr. J. D. Monk, who represents 
petitioner Ohaulet, protested, stating 
that the decision in effect reversed the 
judgment of the Supreme Court, as 
this tribunal ordered that the appellant 
should bear §013 of the cost. Mr. 
Monk further said he took exception 
to the judgment on this ground ami 
intimated his intention of filing a pro- 
test in writ ing, Tho learned judge re- 
plied that he would commit Mr, Monk 
for contempt of court if he continued 
in this train ami remarked that learned 
counsel should refrain from making 
reflections in the presence of the judge 
who had rendered the decision. Mr. 
Monk replied that the judge might 
commit him or do whatever he thought 
proper, as that could not in any way 
change his opinion of tho judgment. 
Tlx; judge thereupon remarked that he 
would teach counsel manners, to which 
the latter replied that he had been 
brought up in a better school than the 
judge in this respect, anil intimated 
that His Honor was incapable of en 
lightening him in this regard. Tin: 
judge retorted Wy .ordering learned 
counsel to be sileut, and intimated 
that he would not allow any insolanec 
from the bur. Mr. Monk then with- 
drew, but it is probable something will 
yet bo heard of this contretemps which 
took place in presence of Judge Rain- 
ville and Doherty and ot her members 
of the Superior Court Bench.

The Use ol" "Scieiililie" Methods 
Against Rutland. 

New Y'onic, M uch, 1. - Patrick M. 
Hogan, Thomas J. Byrne, and twenty- 
nix other Irishmen, lately wrote Fath- 
er O. F. O'Leary of De Soto, Mo., sug- 
gesting that he appeal to the Irishmen 
of America for funds to urge war 
against Fngland for Ireland's freedom. 
Father O'Leary replies by issuing an 
address, in which he asks his country- 
men. 

'"Will you. treat peacefully with that 
traditional enemy of our race, and,, | 
through false and cowardly sentiment 
begotten of fear, refusu to make use of 
that means which will surely bring 
about that long- wished-for consumma- 
tion- --tlie entire destruction of tho hell- 
born powers which has been for ages 
the disgrace of a civilized world?" 

Father O'Leary goes on to say that 
all that is lacking to bring about Eng- 
land's downfall is money, anil he oilers 
to act as custodian of contributions 
''toward the accomplishment of Ire- 
land's freedom by means which you 
and 1 believe to be adequate and which 
Irish courage will render efficient ut 
any hazard." Tim means referred to are 
described in the letter to Father O'- 
Leary as "such weapons as science can 
suggest, ingenuity devise, and devoted 
courage accomplish."

rfT£ F.lHKIiAL GOVERNMENT. 

Fivo years ago the present British gov- 
ernment was ushered ill with a great 
flourish of trumpets. Its liberal sup- 
porters predjotod for the country a roign 
of prosperity and good government such 
as it had never before experienced. Have 
these high hopos been realized! A glance 
at tho present situation is a sufficient an- 
swor. At homo there is a widespread 
depression in trade accompanied by do- 
caeaaing rovonues and increased taxation. 
The navy, also, which the nation has 
proudly considered invincible, has been 
allowed to fall into such a state of decay 
that now in the hour of need it is found 
'•inadequate for the defense of the ompiro. 
In some of the colonies there is a strong 
feeling of discontont over the slights re- 
ceived at the hands of the colonial oflico. 
The action of the government in allowing 
Germany to annex territory bordering on 
British dominions has aroused the resent- 
ment of the colonies who consider their 
interests to bo imperiled thereby, more 
especially as their earnest protests against 
such occupation were ignored by the home 
authorities. In Europe England stunds 
alone, her policy having made enemies of 
all, or worse, ill some cases, called forl.li 
their contempt and derision. To Bismarck 
is attributed the remark that "England's 
ministers stand in the forum of the na- 
* tions humbly apologising for everything 
that has made their country groat." Cer- 
tainly Bismarck has ample causo for 
laughter at the expense of the ministry. 
With a little bullying occasionally ho has 
made them work into his hands mo.it suc- 
cessfully. Lord Granville did venture a 
pretest once in a while, but invariably 
backed down again. The his- 
tory of the correspondence be- 
tween the two governments in regard to 
the recent colonial difficulties published 
in the latest German "white books," 
shows the English ministry up in a very 
humiliating tight. First, in regard to the 
Fiji Islands, wo find Lord Granville 
positively refusing, in May, to grant a 
mixed commission for tho settlement of 
affairs, and in Juno ho meekly complies 
with Bismarck's demand. In tho Now 
Guinea controversy Prince Bismarck first 
bluntly told Lord Granville that he had 
broken his word by annexing a atrip of 
tho northern part of New Guinea. Lord 
Granville retorted that Bismarck had 
broken his word by annexing that part of 
Now Guinea now undor German protec- 
tion. Lord Granville afterwards rather 
pitouusly asks hia opponent not to be too 
hard on him, because tho relations bo- 
tween England and her colonies have be- 
come, a littlo "strained" by tho action of 
Germany and by tho refusal of England 
to annex those territoriea horsolf. And 
so It has gono on with very liitlo show of 
dignity on England's side, till now at last 
accounts wo hoar that Lord Granville has 
humbly begged Bismarck's pardon in a 
speech in parliament for some few words 
of his which had displeased the iron 
chancellor. All these 'evidences of the 
government's incapacity, however, pale 
before their monstrous mistakes in regard 
to Egypt and Soudan. In all their deal- 
ings with Egypt, tho government failed 
to have any avowed aim or plan. They 
have now had virtual possession of tho 
country for over throe years, and what 
uso havo they made of it ? Its affairs are 
in a worse condition than over before; 
»; its finances are bankrupt and anarchy 
find war ravage it almust from tho 
Mediterranean to tho equator, But the 
height of mismanagement has been 
„ readied in the direction of tho Soudan 
campaign. After sending into tho desert 
a man whom thoy acknowledged to bo one 
of the heroes of the nation, they basely 
left him to perish, not according to any 
preconcerted plan, but for sheer lack of 
adminstrativo ability. During tho year 
that Gordon was shut up at Khartoum ho 
time and again sent to the government 
suggestions which, if carried out, would 
have averted the terrible catastrophe. 
But nothing was dune promptly; there 
was hesitating and holding back; nothing 
was done till public opinion forced them 
to it and then after all tho outlay of 
money and of troops has to be mado. So 
far it has boon u grand fiasco and the end 
of the struggle is not yet. Blood is to be 
spilled and vast sums of money are to be 
expended, but. unless the country is to be 
taken under English protection the army 
will light without a causo. Turning from 
this desert buttle field our eyes are con- 
fronted with the trouble on the Afghan 
border. Near at hand aro only half- 
subjected Indian tribes ready at any mo- 
ment to rise in rebellion. In Ireland the 
•pm uldering firo of Fenianism has 
lately been stirred into violent outbursts 
and there iB no security for the future. 
Truly the year opens with n gloomy out- 
look. The troubles and dillioultios may 
bo overcome; but the nation has not the 
consolation which confidence in tho gov- 
ernment would give. 

Mi) UN I NO NE WSPA PERS. 

Something boon said recently about tho 
relativo circulations of morning and oven- 
ing- nowspapoi's, the following paragraph 
will show that morning papers invariably 
take tho load everywhere. Tho figures 
given below aro all those of morning papers. 
Tho circulation of evening papers in tho 
great commercial centres being so small 
that they are not doomed worthy of even 
parsing reference: — 

The circulation of the Now York nows- 
papors is now very great, notwithstanding 
the hard times. Of the one-cent papers, 
tho Daily News has about 135,000, and tho 
Morning Journal about 150 — it reached 201,- 
Otit) on the morning after election — and is 
steadily increasing. Of the two-cout 
papers, tho World, which two or tbreo 
years ago was down to 7,000 or 8,000, now 
reaches 00,000 people; and the Herald, 
Times and Tribune (three-cent) remain 
stationary at about 50,000 to 72,000, though 
tho last has a bad outlook for tho next four 
years. The Sun probably fares tho worst 
of all, as it now has a circulation of a littlo 
more than 50,000, and is steadily losing 
ground. There is no doubt that tho daily 
Sun contains much less matter than its 
larger rivals, but the Sunday Sun is tho 
host Sunday paper published in New York.

that the government will have to help tho 
company out of its difficulty to avert an 
utter collapao. Mr. Van Home's state- 
ment to a St. Paul paper puts a very 
different complexion on the condition of 
tho company. He would appear to bo in 
tho very beat of spirits — sanguine of suc- 
cess and of opinion that tho railway, 
when completed, will pay well. Tho gov- 
ernment policy is not yet sufficiently de- 
veloped to indicate their intentions; and 
tho Globo, while striking hard, is groping 
for information. 



THE WELL DRY. 

Tho Monetary Times, after pointing out 
that the Dominion debt, is §250,000,000, 
and that it is growing faster than popu- 
lation and capital — that there is no longer 
any surplus to speak of and that tho Do- 
minion will havo hard work to make ends 
moot— advises the provinces to cense try- 
ing to pump out of a dry well. "What 
additional rovenuo the provinces may re- 
quire," says our contemporary, "thoy will 
have to raiao themselves. And why 
should they not! Why should one gov- 
ernment be a taxing machine and others 
havo their revenue provided without any 
offort on their partf Nothing could be 
raoro unreasonable than to expect that 
this should be done. At tho same time, 
tho provinces are restricted to a form of 
taxes — direct taxes — which they are most 
unwilling to levy. Thoy keep crossing 
the lino which divides from indirect taxes, 
and their encroachments are from time to 
time chocked by tho privy council. Some- 
times it would seem as if they erred with 
design, sometimes in ignorance of what 
forma a direct tax. * * * Did 
It never occur to these critics that to levy 
direct taxes might, under given ciremm 
stances, become tho more Bacrod of 
duties/" 



USEFUL L EGISL A TH )N. 

The members of tho local parliament 
cannot bo allowed to leave the capital 
without carrying with them the warm 
congratulations of all who aro interested 
in the greatness and prosperity of this 
promising country. Much of the legis- 
lation* is of a character that will confer 
lasting benefits in the province, Among 
tho very beat measures aru the acta relat- 
ing to municipalities, mochanics liens, 
and builders' and workmeus', the public 
schools act, the prevention of Chinese 
immigration and the abolition of certain 
road tolls. The house opened on tho 12th 
January; and in spite of a hitch in legis- 
lative work, which ocourod in tho first 
part of tho session and extended over 
three weeks, the amount of work trans- 
acted was unusually largo. 

ALASKA AS A PENAL COLONY. 

At a recent mooting of the Knights of 
Labor in Jackson, Mich., it was resolved 
to memorialize Congress to constitute the 
territory of Alaska a penal colony. This, 
it is argued, would be a convenient way 
to get rid of the criminal classes, and at 
the same time would remove the compe- 
tition of convict labor with that of free 
workingtnon. Whatever benefit tho peo- 
ple of the United States would drrivo 
from tho adoption of this suggestion, 
there can be no doubt that it would bo 
looked upon with much disfavor by Can- 
adians. Tho proximity of Alaska to tho 
northern boundaries of British Columbia 
would runder it an easy thing for convicts 
to escape to Canadian territory, and by 
and by international ditlicultiea would be 
certain to crop up. 

The Chinese Question— -A Suici- 
dal Policy. 

To tub Editor: — It is to the pecuniary 
interest of the great mass of our people 
thut the Chinese should be excluded from 
our shores; and oven the contractors and 
capitalists who now thrive by them will 
eventually bo losers by the constant drain 
on tho country, and certainly tho family 
doctor cannot live amongst a people who 
havo no families or leave them beyond the 
aea. 1 say these things by way of pro- 
tection against tho charge likely to bo 
mado by those whose zeal exceeds til in- 
discretion that I favor tho Chinese, bo- 
cause 1 suggest a diiiorniit mode ol action 
with reference to them. It has been 
heretofore assumed that the world had no 
means of knowing aught of China or the 
Chinese excepting through the people of 
the Pacific coast. But every person of 
intelligence even, 1 may Buppose, ,Mr. 
Chapleau, may and many have informed 
thomselvus on the subject ever since tho 
days of Marco Polo. 

Now, wo have one great, and sufficient 
reason for their exclusion, as I pointed 
out to tho commission, viz: they take the 
bread from the Cau usian's mouth. They 
can live on very little, and have neither 
churches, hrIooiis our families nor tem- 
perance societies to support. Their con- 
tinued presence means the extinction of 
our white race. 

But instead of paraia'outly mging this 
all aulliciont reason we have assailed t hem 
with all manner of abuse, attacking 
their character, sanitary condition, 
opium habits, etc. The first, i; always a 
duhioim measure, or worse even when on a 
solid basis. The second is rather flimsy 
in view of tho fact that they are more 
healthy and have a much lower mortality 
record than their detractors; and as to 
tho last, tho opium habit, Englishmen at 
least should be discreet enough to say 
nothing about it. 

Mr. Shakespeare, M. P., cuIh but a 
pitiablo figure amongst the learned con- 
course at Ottawa in denouncing tho 
Chinese ns "extremely immoral," while 
tho immortal Gen. Gordon testifies that 
they are "upright," and wo know them to 
be sober and industrious. 

It is hoped, therefore, that the forth- 
coming demonstration will take a new 
departure in this matter and exhibit more 
confidence in the old adage concerning 
tho greatness and power of truth.

Throe 
boys, the oldest 11 years, perished in the 
flames. 

A Durant, Mississippi, special says: 
Three colored children were burned on 
Saturday. Their parents had locked them 
in the house while they attended u log 
rolling. Two white boys were badly 
burned in trying to reach tho burning 
children. 

KANSAS. 

Kansas City, Mo., March 9. — Judge 
Krekol, of tho IT. S. court, has ordered 
Marshal McGee to proceed immediately 
from Kansas City to Moberly, and pro- 
tect the property of the Wabash railroad, 
it appearing to bo in danger from strikers. 
General Manager Hoxio, of the Missouri 
Pacific, has asked Govoriior'Mannaduko 
to call out tho militia to suppress tho 
strike at Sedalia. 

Atchison, Ks., March 9. -Tho situa- 
tion of the Missouri Pacific strike ia gen- 
erally unchanged. Sunday night tho 
strikers took possession of several pas- 
senger trains and refused to let more than 
an engine and the mail car go through. 
This programme was continued untii noon 
to day, when Superintendent Fngan took 
tho bold stand that the company is not re- 
quired under the federal law to carry mails 
on other than regular passenger trains 
with full complement of coaches, and 
gavo positive orders that until then tho 
car should not go out without regular 



coaches attached. Major John M. Crowell, 
pustollice inspector, thou appoarod on the 
scone, and warned tho strikers that under 
such a construction of tho law the strik- 
ers would bo liablo for stopping mail 
matter.

San Francisco, March — Tho credi- 
tors of Brey Bros., who failed Feb. 18, 
after a thorough investigation find tho 
liabilities §633,000, ami assets aa at the 
time announced Htitlicient to cover all in- 
debtedness. Tho assignee will dispose of 
assets and pay creditors their pro rata. 

ENGLAND. 
London, March 9.— The programme of 
the visit of tho Prince and Princess of 
Wales to Ireland is published. They reach 
Dublin April 8th, whero a levee, ball and 
banquet will take place. They then go to 
Cenemara as guests of the Earl ol Listowei, 
remaining until the 19th, and meantime 
visiting Cork, CuiTughmoro and Kallaruoy, 
They attend tho Punchostowu races. Bel- 
fust. Londonderry and llaronscort will then 
be visited and on the '25th they will cross 
from Bedfast to Scotland by the Stranoy 
route. The Freemasons have arranged in 
grand lodge to open a subscription through- 
out Ireland to meet the expouaes of a fitting 
reception. 

EASTERN STATES. 

New York, March 9.— A Washington 
Bpecial says: The foreign appointments 
will probably not bo sent to the senate 
until the last of tho week. Considerable 
interest is felt in Carl Schuns, his appear- 
ance bb-ing taken as a tost taso regarding 
the status of Mugwumps. There is not 
one grain of actual knowledge aa to 
whether the president will offer him any- 
thing. The Mexican mission appears to 
be most in demand, with Corro Gordo 
Williams in the lead for it . There is a 
great scramble fer South American and 
out-of-lho way missions. 

Nkw York, .March 0. — Thorn is talk of 
a new paper to bo called the Daily Tele- 
graph, being started here by county de- 
moenoy with a cash capital of §100,000. 
It will aim to bo tho organ of tho Clove- 
land administration. 

New Vokk, March !). — A specie broker 
on Wall Btreet bought 8100,000 trade 
dollars to send to China, paying for them 
8-1 cents. It, is said that over half a 
million dollars iti ill the hands of the two 
firms which bought them, supposing that 
Congress would in tho oud redeem the 
pieces. 



The Angra INtqucnsi Question. 

London, Keb. 27.— On all foreign ques- 
tions, where it, is possible for tho govern- 
ment to aupprcss information, tho infor- 
mal ion is suppressed, so that tho public 
acquires its knowledge in such matters by 
driblets. With reference to tho annex- 
ation of Angra Pequena by Germany there 
was a good deal of mystification, culmi- 
nating in an announcement that Germany 
had acquired the territory by purchase. 
It now appears that the purchase theory 
was a myth. Advices from Durban state 
that Diiiiznlu, King oi Zululaud, ignores 
the acta of Uorr Ernwald, the agent of 
llcrr Luderitz, by means of which he 
claimed to have secured tho territory. 
While negotiations were in progress for 
tho appointment of a commission, which 
Earl Granville delights to demand, and 
Prince Bismarck complacently grants, to 
investigate these claims, Germany stepped 
in and annexed the territory. Possession 
being nine points of tho law, tho Germi u 
Chancellor pursues tho policy of acquir- 
ing the territory that he desires promptly 
and letting tho negotiations follow lei- 
surely.

Prorogation. Bills Passed. 

The prorogation of tho house of assem- 
bly, after a lively session, took placo yes- 
terday afternoon. Thogallerioa woro filled, 
and on tho floor of tho house wore ninny 
ladies and gentlemen, ait'oug whom were 
tho following: Bishop Oridgn, Chief Jus- 
tice Sir M. B. Begbio, Col. bteveiw, U. S. 
Consul, Judge Harrison, Judge ai. J Mis. 
O'Reilly, L)r. Ash, Mrs. Cornwall, tho 
Misses Cornwall, Mrs. Smitho, the Misses 
Dunsmuir, Mrs. Mara, Mrs. F. Barnard,

After prayers by Bishop Cridgo, 

Mr. Wilson presented the report of the 
committee on public accounts, winch was 
received. 

At 3:10 his honor tho lieutenant- 
governor arrived, accompanied by his 
socretary, Capt. Tatlow, ami Capt. Jones. 

Mr. Speaker Mara then declared tho 
loyalty of thu members of tho legislature 
to Hor Majesty, and submitted a bill en- 
titled, "An Act for granting certain sums 
of money for the public service of tho 
province of British Columbia." 

His honor gave his assent. 

His honor then delivered tho following 
speech: 

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the Legis- 
lative Assembly: 

The legislative work of the session hav- 
ing been concluded, it is my duty to-day 
to relievo you from further attendance 
upon your duties horo. In doing so I 
have to express my appreciation of the 
oaro and ability which you have exercised 
in prosecuting your labors for the benefit 
of your several constituencies, and in the 
interest of the province in general, 

it has been a satisfactory feature of the 
present session that, owing to energetic 
railway Construction on both mainland 
and island- the latter consequent on tho 
passagu of the Settlement Bill of last 
session — it has not been necessary, as was 
customary in former years, to appeal to 
the Dominion government to fullil its 
railway obligations to the province. 

It is to liu regretted that, with many 
old grievances allayed, there should re- 
main ono important question— the Chinese 
— upon which the government and legis- 
lature of the province continue to be at 
variance wilh tho government ami parlia- 
ment of the dominion. It is to be In, pod 
that the bills which you have passed and 
tho resolutions winch you have forwarded 
to Ottawa upon this subject may ell'ect thu 
accomplishment of the object in view. 

1 congratulate you upon the ratification 
of tho agreement entered into by my gov- 
ernment wilh tho Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company for an extension of their 
railway to Coal Harbor and English Bay. 
Tho beneficial results to (ho province 
under that arrangement will undoubtedly 
bo substantial and extensive. 

The bill for tho amendment „f the Con 
stilution Act, which provides fur addi- 
tional representation for New Westminster 
and Cowichan districts, has my hearty ap- 
proval. Tho necessity for an increase of 
members in those districts is indicative of 
advancement and prosperity. The time 
is near, I hope, when other districts, 
which are now steadily growing ill popu- 
lation and importance, will be provided 
for in a similar manner. 

I have to thank you for tho liberal pro- 
vision you have made for the public ser- 
vice. The amounts voted by you for pub- 
lic works throughout the province are un- 
usually largo. It is satisfactory to know 
that the financial position of the province 
is such as to enable tho requirements of 
tho districts to be fairly met. Consistent 
with efficiency, due economy will be ex- 
ercised in tho expenditures which you 
have authorized. 

Ill taking leave of you now, 1 desire 
you to carry to your homes my boat wishes 
for your welfare, and 1 hope tho prosper 
ous times now experienced by the province 
may bo long continued. 

Hon. Mr. Robson, tho provincial score 
tary, thou formally announced that if was 
tho will of his honor the lieutenant- 
governor that tho house should be pro- 
rogued until tho 8th May next. The 
session then terminated.

Tho 
eternal mountains of the opposite shore, 
the rugged coast line of the straits with tho 
pioturesquoneSB of the islands to the north- 
east will always remain and Victoria with its 
mansions and cottages, churches, manufac- 
tories and business blocks, will extend and 
develop and change the pretty aspect that 
now presents itself to tho north anil west, but 
nothing nan ever change the grand and 
glorious view that makes the natural park 
so fascinating a spot. It will prove a veri- 
table gold mine to Victoria in the years to 
come when its great natural advantages aro 
improved and walks and (lower beds, foun- 
tains and arbors will render it tho loveliest 
pleasure ground in the world.

P., thought it would hu ail unfair thing 
to aeqqpt the offer of Mr. Cordon. C. N. 
Bell said in connection with tho subscrip- 
tion list thai the name of Mr. Gordon 
was always at the bond, and if his salary 
was red o cod the pastor would tiavo to 
curtail his giving accordingly. Ho would 
not like to see tho offer accepted. Win, 
Bathgate said that wlulo he fully appre- 
ciated Mr. Gordon's kind offer he 
thought the congregation wore of ono 
mind in tho m itt or of their pastor's 
stipend, and know they were perfectly 
able to Bustain it. Ho considered it a 
bad piece of policy tu cut it down. Rev. 
Dr. Iving said ho was pleased with tho 
manner in which the proposal was mot. 
He thought that a reduction in salary 
would tend to have an evil elfoct rather 
than a good, ami would bo a moat un- 
gracious thing to do. li, Strong was de- 
cidedly opposed to tht! offer. fie said 
that Mr. Gordon had loft one of the host 
charges in the east tu come up horo, and 
claimed that his stipend was no moro in 
comparison than ho was getting in 
the East. The motion of M.r. Bathgate 
to the ell'ect, t hat no change bo mndo in 
the minister's stipend was carried amid 
great applause, thereby fully demonstrat- 
ing the Rev. D. W. G irdon to bo one of 
the most popular clergymen in Canada. 
Ho is estoomed and bolovod by all who 
know him, and thia action on the part of 
the congregation shows how vory greatly 
they appreciate him. — Winnipeg Times.

The condition of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company continues to be thu nil- 
absorbing topic. To-day it is reported 
that tho conservative members of parlia- 
ment aro signing a round-robiu addressed 
to Sir John Mocdonald stating that, 
rather than grant any further financial 
assistance to tho Canada Pacific com- 
pany the government should foreclosu 
their mortgage on tho railway, turn out 
tho syndicate, and make an effort to com- 
plete and oporato it as a govern moot 
work. It is considered that, in view of 
recent developments, the government 
must cut adrift from Mr. Stephen and his 
friends, though it is not denied that to 
complete the road, equip it properly, and 
placo it in working order, will tako as 
much money as has been exponded upon 
it by the company and the government up 
to tlio present time. It appears that some 
weeks ago Sir John Macdonald told Mr. 
Stephen that ho was afraid tho govern- 
ment could do nothing for him. Ilia 
folluwors, Sir John said, were afraid to 
aupport any measure of aid to tho 0. P. 
It. Company, lest political capital should 
be made against them. The promier was 
willing to do anything, but his supporters 
were faint-hearted, and those terrible op- 
position members were em bar russinu tlio 
government and complicating matters 
very much. Mr. Stephen was told tu go 
among the Torry members and can vans 
for himself. Ho did so, but was very 
coldly received, and it is suspected that 
the round-robin before referred to was 
started by Kir John himself; with a view 
to obtaining the viows of his followers as 
to tho best way out of tho [.resent dilli- 
culty.

Philadelphia Cfcdger. 
No. 31,332 on tho title pnge of tho 
'London Times of January 1st of ilris 
year marked Uie total of a continuous

"week-days" in tin; hundred years be- 
tween tho two dntes, with six or soven 
unite to spare, which may be accounted 
for by as many oxtra issues that lmvo 
got into the count. Tho Times started 
and for three years continued under 
the prolix title of tho Daily Universal 
Advortisor, which, being found both 
confusing cumbrous, was dropped in 
1788 ior tho present name. This is 
the only change in tho title or in name 
of the journal or its ownership in the 
century of its existance. Tho paper 
was founded by John Walter, was con- 
tinued on by Ids son John Walter, and 
iB now (and sinco 1837) further con- 
tinued by John Walter (third). Who 
is son of John Walter (second). These 
three lives cover not only tho hundred 
■ years of existence of the Times, but 
the long interval of years since the tirat 
John Walter was born in 1733 — one 
hundred and forty •seven years. The 
successors and the other circumstances 
mentioned are very remarkable and 
probably unique. 

The lirst John Walter, tho founder, 
got into the publishing business by a 
sort of accident, lie was not a print- 
er, but a coal merchant and shipper on 
a large scale, and insurance under writ ■ 
er. About the year 1 782 he became 
interested in what was supposed to bo 
an improvement in typo setting, devis- 
ed by a working printer named Henry 
Johnson, viz: the making of type to 
embrace the whole words instead of 
casting them into single letters, which 
was tho practice then, as it is now, 
These word types were called "logo- 
types," which meano the sumo thing, 
Of course they only embraced the most 
frequently used words, sucli as "and," 
"the," "this," "that," "what," "which," 
and so on. Mr. "Walter had sonio cor- 
respondence witli Benjamin Franklin 
on the subject. Tho device, plausible 
as it appeared, was a failure, but its 
ultimate result was \o bring the coal- 
shipper and underwriter to tho found- 
ing of tho Times Newspaper. Many 
years went by before the paper reached 
largo influonco or success; but in the 
meantime Mr. Walter had been twice 
prosecuted and imprisoned at Newgate 
for libel, the editor having remarked 
in tho first of these instances that cer- 
tain Royal Dukea were "insincere" in 
their expressions of pleasure at the re- 
covery of tho King from what was 
thought to be a fatal illness. A remark 
of that kind, under tho same circum- 
stances (for it is more than likely it 
was true), would not go far in sustain- 
ing a libel in these days. The offender 
was condemned to an hour in the pil- 
lory, a fine of .£250, and to give secur- 
ity for seven years good behavior, in 
addition to the sentence of twelve 
months' imprisonment. So Mr. Wal- 
ter's early experience as a journalist 
was not only to make up the pecuniary 
loss which at that time (171)0) follow- 
ed the printing of paper, but to suffer 
these penalties besides. 

In 1803 the founder of The Times 
made his son, John Walter, Jr., the 
sole conductor of the paper, ami its ad- 
vance, great success and powerful in- 
fluence date from that time. Hb had 
been regularly apprenticed to his father 
to learn the printer's trade, became a 
master in the art, and had special gifts 
and aptitudes for conducting a grea 
journal besides. Ho reorganized every 
thing, introduced many and important 
improvements in the mechanical, news- 
collecting and editorial departments, 
established tho sound policy for the 
conduct of tlio paper which has mark- 
ed it ever since. It was made absolute- 
ly independent of Ministries, parties 
and patronage; would accept no favors; 
would admit nothing into its reading 
columns for pay; wae to seek that was 
right and desired by the people, and 
advocate that without to regard what 
might be tho opinion of the govern' 
rueut or any one else on the subject. 
When he died in 187-1 The Times had 
risen to high renown all over the 
world, and had come to bo a great pow- 
er in all tho affairs in tho United 
Kingdom; and in this positiou it has 
been kept by his son, the present John 
Walter, who has been able to surpass 
even the progress of his father in all 
matters relating to facilities for print- 
ing and the rapid production of its 
issues. 

In the brief space hero devoted to 
the subject, it is not possible- to go into 
any sort of review of tho career of the 
paper, yet every one interesting con- 
trast may bo presented. The issue of 
January 1st, 1785, contained, among 
other things, a short half column of 
foreign news, one item of which from 
Warsaw was nearly a month old; 
another from Constantinople dated 
back to tlio 10th of tho precoeding 
November, and tho others wero from 
Frankfort Germany, and Rotterdam, 
Holland, under the dates of the Mtli 
and 25th of December, respectively. In 
tho issue of January 1st, 1885 (No. 31, 
332, as above noted), there were tele- 
graphic despatches from Philadelphia, 
Now York, Paris, Berlin, Vienna, St. 
Petersburg, Madrid, Rome, Constanti- 
nople, Hongkong, Calcutta, Melbourne 
and Sydney (Australia), -Cairo, Egypt 
Durban, - South Africa, the latter two 
having the whole of tho uncivilized 
African continent between. All these 
news telegrams wero of the proceeding 
day, except those from Constantinople 
and Madrid, which wero dated two days 
before. 

Although Tlio Times has made a near 
approach to perfection as a publica- 
tion, in both its mechanical depart- 
ments and in its literary and editorial 
conduct, it is known better by its con- 
ductors than any other persons that 
other steps are yet to be essayed in I 



that direction, and theso engage tho 
watchful attention of the present pro- 
prietor. In an editorial article follow- 
ing tho death of Mr. Delano, one of the 
famous editors of The Times, there was 
an observation that all editors of great 
newspapers must appreciate in these 
words: "Tho nightly birth of the broad 
sheet is not without its agonies and 
mishaps." These are of a nature that 
human sagacity and forecast have not 
yet been found tho means to guard 
against in any sure way. 

THE ArUEKlCAA PARADISE. 

With Serpen* Carrying on 
lias old Game. 



New Youk, Feb. 23.— Tlio Herald's 
Paris special says. The Figaro and 
other papers publish details of the fol- 
lowing most sensational drama, which 
they allege has just occurred here in 
the family of a wealthy and well-known 
American residing near the avenue du 
Bois do Boulogu, The married couple 
lived most happily together for several 
years, but last week the husband dis- 
covered his wife guilty of clandestine 
relations with the gardener. Ten days 
later he found in one of his wife's dress 
os a love letter from tho gardener, con- 
taning the following sentence: "Poison 
your husband, anil wc will llee togetlr 
or to New York, whore we will live 
happily." The husband said nothing. 
In silence he awaited the moment for a 
terrible revenge. 

Last night, as the husband and wife 
wero going to bed, the wife placed ac- 
cording to her usual custom, two glass- 
es of sugar and water, one for herself 
and one for her husband, on tho dress- 
ing table, near the bed, tho wife, as 
she always done, putting tho sugar in 
tho water. Tho husband watched the 
operations, betraying no unusual ex- 
pression. Just as his wife was about 
to drink tho husband asked her to hand 
him a silk handkerchief that was hang- 
ing on the back of a chair. As his wife 
turned to take the handkerchief her 
husband adroitly reversed the tray 
upon which were placod the two glass- 
es, so the one intended for him stood 
in tho place of that intended for his 
wife. The husband and wife the drank 
at the same moment. An the husband, 
after emplyiug his glass, calmly replac- 
ed it on the dressing table, hid wife fell 
to tho floor shrieking in agony. She had 
awallowed the dose of strychnine that 
sho had, with her own hands, proparcd 
for her husband. Tin; affair caused a 
great sensation. The wife is not dead 
yet, but is suffering terribly. An offici- 
al inquiry is being instituted, and tho 
husbiud and gardener are both under 
arrest.
